The present invention concerns a article permitting creation of vegetation-based decoration (plants, cut 
flowers, etc.) which is simple to create and readily transformable. 

A plant or floral composition is generally composed of a bouquet of cut flowers in a vase or of an 
arrangement of plants in a more or less decorative pot. 

The shape and the variety of arrangements is limited by the structure of the vase or the pot which, in 
addition to holding die combined plants, serves as a support for these compositions by presenting a bottom 
surface by means of which the article can rest on the floor, a table, or any flat surface. 

The present invention has the object of proposing a decorative article by means of which the presentation 
of the floral arrangement is modified primarily thanks to a support of the plant(s) which differs from 
conventional pots or vases. This support enables disposing the plants in a space without support planes 
or panels and. in a preferred embodiment, creating marriages of color not merely from the interrelation 
of the flowers or the plants but also from that of the colors of the substrate in which the flower or the plant 
is planted. 

To this end. the invention has more precisely as its object a decorative article comprising at least one item 
of vegetation which comprises at least one pocket created by the linear joining of two superposed panels 
of plastic-material, forming a receptacle for a substrate in which the item of vegetation is planted. 



.At least one wall of the pocket includes a rib created by a fold of one of the panels obtained by the linear 
joining of the panel with itself. 

Advantageously, the internal space of at least one of the folds is in communication with the internal 
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space of the pocket by its bottom part which has no joining line. 

At least one of the panels of plastic material is transparent, and according to a secondary characteristic, 
one of the panels is made of a more rigid material than the other panel. 

In a variant, the article according to the invention includes a plurality of pockets created on one panel 
provided with suspension eyelets. And finally, the support may also include a stand on which said pocket 
is hung. 

The invention will be better understood during the course of the description provided below by way of a 
purely indicative and nonrestrictive example which enables illustration of the advantages and the 
secondary characteristics thereof. 

Reference will be made to the annexed drawings wherein: 

Fig. 1 is a schematic view of a decorative article according to the invention. 

Fig. 2 depicts a variant embodiment of the invention in the form of a decorative panel. 

Fig. 3 depicts the association of an article according to the invention and a stand. 

Referring first to Fig. 1. one sees that the article according to the invention includes an item of vegetation 
1 (a plant or a cut flower), a support 2 forming a receptacle for a substrate 3 in which the item of 
vegetation is planted. The support 2 is implemented in the form of a pocket by folding a film material 
(plastic material) and bonding the two panels of the folded film along a contour selected as a function of 
the shape desired for the support. For example, the support 2, depicted in Fig. 1 is created starting from 
a rectangular sheet, folded on itself, with the two panels thus formed being more or less square. With the 
fold located at 2a. the panels are bonded by heat lamination, if the plastic 
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material permits, or are glued at 2b along the side of the square adjacent to the fold 2a. Thus, a pocket, 
whose form can be manipulated by making one or a plurality of folds in one or the other of the panels, is 
created. Two of these folds 4 and 5 obtained by gluing or heat lamination of the film to itself along a line 
4a or 5a oriented toward the point 6 of the pocket are seen. These folds constitute reinforcement ribs for 
the support and may advantageously assume the role of a watering reservoir. In effect, as regards the fold 
4, for example, the joining line 4a is interrupted in the vicinity of the point 6. a fact which enables 
communication between the internal space of the fold 4 and the internal space of the pocket through which 
the water poured into the fold 4 may pass into the substrate 3. Of course, the possible shapes of the support 
2 may be varied infinitely. In particular, this support may include, in addition to the ribs and the water 
supply channels and reserv oir, a plurality of compartments which may each contain a substrate in which 
different flowers or plants are planted. 

This support will advantageously be made of a transparent plastic material. It is thus possible to see the 
color of the substrate used which may be soil, but may also be any synthetic substrate (plastic foam, rock 
wool, fibers, granules, etc.) containing or not containing hydrophilic material and possible being of various 
colors. 

And finally, the support will have at least one eyelet 7 to enable its anchoring or hanging. 

It should also be noted that although in the example depicted the material of the support is identical 
regardless of the side, it is possible to create a support according to the invention by uniting sheets of 
different characteristics. One of the sheets may. for example, be much thicker or much more rigid than the 
other so as to constitute a bottom panel onto which the other is connected folded in applique 
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on this panel. Likewise, one of the sheets may be colored and the other transparent. Moreover, the sheets 
may have different final dimensions, with one capable of extending widely beyond the other. 

Fig. 2 depicts for this purpose a variant embodiment of the object or decorative article according to the 
invention in wliich each of the supports 8 is implemented as a common base panel 9 provided with eyelets 
for hanging 9a and on which are connected a plurality of pleated and ribbed sheets 10 with varied 
contours specifically to harmonize with the nature of the corresponding vegetation. 

And finally. Fig. 3 shows that a decorative object according to the invention may be associated with a 
stand 1 1 (here made of tubing) by means of the eyelets for hanging 7a. 7b which it has. The combination 
constitutes a vase for cut flowers or a pot which can sit on a plane surface for plants or vegetation with 
roots. 

The article according to the invention presents numerous advantages. First, the fabrication of the support 
is very inexpensive. Next, before folding, this support occupies only limited space, enabling it to be sold 
by mail very easily either alone or with an assortment of substrates, seeds, and instructions for carrying 
out home plantings. The support may likewise be suitable as teaching or instructional material to illustrate 
planting, germination, rooting of a plant, or layering, propagation by cutting, etc. 

In addition, this support enables the use of a smaller amount of substrate (soil or "soil-less" cultivation 
substrate) than conventional pots given the capability of easily adapting the shape of the support to the 
shape of the plant and its root. Since the weight of the decorative article can thus be very low. since it has 
a water reservoir permitting much greater autonomy than a conventional pot since the 
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support has a simple anchoring eyelet facilitating its packaging in a cardboard box with a window, it 
becomes possible to envisage distribution to the general public, of the large department store type, of rare 
or fragile plants usually reserved to the distribution circuits of retail florists. It is even possible to foresee 
mass distribution in this manner for bouquets of cut flowers inserted in an appropriate hydrophilic 
substrate. 

Moreover, since plastic material in sheet form are quite varied, the support of the article according to the 
invention may be intended to constitute not only the receptacle for the necessary substrate or vegetation 
but also the packaging itself for the plant or the bouquet, which it suffices to hang or to connect to a stand 
to display it. 

It should also be noted that the invention lends itself to multiple applications. Thus, among others, it can 
constitute a support for advertising or decorative inscriptions applied on the plastic material by 
silkscreening. It is also possible to associate the contents to shapes and types of supports different from 
those of the tubular support of Fig. 3. This may be a rigid body made of plastic which itself constitutes 
a support for another article (clock, calendar, photographs, etc.) and which has holding means for the 
pocket. These holding means may, for example, consist of a lateral groove disposed in this body 
accommodating a fold of the pocket (in particular, an extra thickness from lamination or a small rib). This 
rigid body may be made up of an extension of one of the elements making up the container if it has 
sufficient rigidity or thickness. 

Of course, the plastic material used may be transparent, translucid, colored, treated to form a screen 
against ultraviolet rays. etc. 

The invention has interesting application in the area of the horticulture industry. 
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CLAIMS 

1 . A decorative article including at least one vegetation item ( 1 ) and a support (2), characterized in that 
the support (2) includes at least one pocket created by joining two superposed panels of a plastic 
material, along gluing or laminating lines, forming a receptacle for a substrate (3) in which the 
vegetation item is planted. 

2. The decorative article according to Claim 1, characterized in that at least one wall of the pocket has 
a rib (4. 5) made as a fold of one of the panels obtained by the linear joining of the panel to itself. 

3. The decorative article according to Claim 2, characterized in that the internal space of at least one 
of the folds (4) is in communication with the internal space of the pocket by its bottom part without 
a joining line (4a). 

4. The decorative article according to any one of the preceding claims, characterized in that at least one 
of the panels of plastic material is transparent. 

5. The decorative article according to any one of the preceding claims, characterized in that one (9) of 
the panels is made of a more rigid material than that of the other panel (8). 

6. The decorative article according to any one of the preceding claims, characterized in that it has a 
plurality (8) of pockets implemented on one panel (9) provided with hanging eyelets (9a). 

7. The decorative article according to any one of Claims 1 through 5. characterized in that at least one 
of the aforementioned panels is equipped with at least one eyelet (7). 

8. The decorative article according to Claim 7, characterized in that the support also has a stand (11) 
on which the pocket (2) is hung. 

9. The decorative article according to any one 6f,Claims 1 through 5, characterized in that the pocket 
(2) has means for its attachment to a separate stand. 
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The flowers or plant (1) are held in a support (2) made from a folded 
rectangular sheet of transparent plastics material. This forms a 
pocket to hold the compost, synthetic foam or rockwool fibres (3) for 
the plant. Parts of the support are fixed together (4a, 5a) to form 
stiffening ribs (4, 5). 

The lower parts of the ribs are not fixed together and communicate 
with the main pocket so that water can be supplied through them. A 
hole (7) in the top of the main pocket allows the support to be hung up.

En se reportant tout d'abord a La figure 1, on 
25 voit que I'article selon I'invention comporte un vegetal 1 

(plante ou fleur coupee), un support 2 formant receptacle pour 
un substrat 3 dans lequel le vegetal est plante. Le support 
2 est realise en forme de pochette par pliage d'un materiau 
en feuille (matiere plastique) et collage des deux pans de 
30 la feuille pliee le long d'un coutour choisi en fonction de La 
forme d§siree pour le support. Par exemple, le support 2, 
represents a la figure 1 est realise, a partir d'une feuille 
rectangu lai re, repliee sur elle-meme, les deux pans ainsi 
constitues etant sensiblement carres. La pliure etant situee 
35 en 2a, les pans sont soudes par t hermosoudage, si la matiere 
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plastique s'y prete, ou sont colles en 2b Le Long du cote du 
carre adjacent a la pLiure 2a, On realise ainsi une pochette 
dont on peut travailler la forme en faisant un ou plusieurs 
replis sur L'un ou I'autre de ses pans. On voit deux de ces 
replis 4 et 5, obtenus par collage ou t hermosoudage de la 
feuille sur elle-meme le long d'une ligne 4a, 5a orientee 
en direction de la pointe 6 de la pochette. Ces replis consti- 
tuent des nervures de raidissage du support et peuvent avanta- 
geusement jouer le role de reserve d'eau d'arrosage. En effet, 
pour ce qui cpnceme le repli 4 par exemple, la ligne de jonct 
4a est interrompue au voisinage de la pointe 6 ce qui permet 
une communication entre le volume interieur du repli 4 et le 
volume interieur de la pochette par laquelle de I'eau versee 
dans le repli 4 peut passer dans le substrat 3. On peut bien 
entendu varier a 1 1 infinities- formes possibles du support 2. 
En particulier, ce support peut comporter, outre les nervures 
et les canaux d 1 a limentat i on et de reserve d'eau, plusieurs 
compart iments qui peuvent chacun contenir du substrat dans 
lesquels des fleurs ou plantes differentes sont plantees. 

Ce support sera avant ageusement en matiere 
plastique t ransparent e .

laine de roche, fibres, granulats ) contenant ou non des 

matiere hydrophiles et pouvant etre diversement colores. 

Enfin Le support comportera au moins un oeillet 
7 pour en permettre I'accrochage ou la suspension. 

It faut egalement noter que si dans I'exemple 
represents la matiere du support est identique quelque soit 
le cote, on peut realiser un support conforme a I'invention 
en assemblant des feuilles de caracteristiques differentes. 
L'une des feuilles par exemple, peut etre beaucoup plus 
epaisse ou beaucoup plus rigide que I'autre de maniere a 
constituer un panneau de fond sur lequel I'autre feuille est 
rapport^e plissee en applique sur ce panneau. De mime I'une 
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des feuilles peut etre coloree et I'autre transparente. En . 
outre, les feuilles peuvent ne pas avoir La meme dimension 
finale, I'une pouvant largement deborder l'autre. 

La figure 2 illustre a cet effet une variante 
de realisation de I'objet ou article decoratif selon I'invention 
dans laquelle chacun des supports 8 est realise par un panneau 
de fond commun 9 pourvu d f oeillets de suspension 9a et sur 
lequel sont rapportees plusieurs feuilles plissees et ner- 
vurees 10 de contour different pour notamment etre en harmonie 
avec la nature du vegetal correspondant . 

Sur la figure 3 enfin, on voit qu'un objet 
decoratif selon I'invention peut etre associe a un socle 11 
(ici tubulaire) au moyen des oeillets de suspension 7a, 7b 
qu'il possede. L'ensemble constitue vase pour fleurs coupees 
ou pot pouvant reposer sur un plan pour plantes ou vegetaux 
enracines . 

L'article selon I'invention presente de nombreux 
avantages. Tout d'abord, la fabrication du support est tres 
bon marche. Ensuite, ce support avant remplissage n'occupe 
qu'un volume limite, ce qui permet de le vendre par corres- 
pondence tres facilement seul ou avec un assortiment de 
substrats / de graines et un mode d'emploi pour realiser des 
plantations a domicile. Le support peut egalement convenir 
comme materiel didactique ou d ' ense i gnement afin d'illustrer 
une plantation, une germination, un enracinement d'une plante, 
ou un marcottage, un bouturage... 

0e plus ce support permet la mise en oeuvre d'une 
moindre quantite de substrat (terreau ou substrat de culture 
"hors-sol n ) que les pots t r adi t i onne I s compte-tenu de la 
faculte d'adapter aisement la forme du support a la forme de 
la plante et de sa racine. Du fait qu'ainsi l'article decoratif 
peut etre de faible poids, qu'il comporte une reserve d'eau 
lui permettant une autonomie nettement plus importante que 
ne le permet un pot classique, que le support comporte un 
oeillet simple d'accrochage facilitant son condi t i onnement 
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dans un emballage cartonne a fenetre, it devient possible 
d'envisager une distribution grand-public, du genre magasin a grande 
surface,de pLantes rares ou fragiLes habitue I lement r£servees 
aux circuits de distribution des dStaillants fleuristes. On 
peut meme prevoir par ce biais une distribution de masse 
pour des bouquets de fLeurs coupees plantes dans un substrat 
hydrophiLe approprie. 

Par ailLeurs, Les matiferes pLastiques en feuiLle 
Stant tres variees A Le support de I'article seLon l'invention 
peut etre destine a constituer outre Le recipient du substrat 
necessaire ou vegetal, I'emballage Lui-meme de La pLante 
ou du bouquet, qu'il suffit de suspendre ou d'associer a 
un socLe pour Le mettre en valeur. 

IL faut noter 6galement que l'invention se prete 
k de multiples applications. C'est ainsi, entre autres, 
qu'elle peut constituer un support pour des inscriptions 
publicitaires ou des decoratives rapportees sur La matiere 
pLastique par serigraphie. On peut egalement associer Le 
contenu a des supports de forme et de nature differences de 
celles du support tubulaire de La figure 3. Ce peut etre un 
corps rigide en matiere pLastique qui constitue lui-meme support 
pour un autre article (horloge, calendrier, photographies...) 
et qui comporte des moyens de retenue de la pochette. Ces moyens 
de retenue peuvent etre par exemple constitues par une rainure 
lat^rale m6nag6e dans ce corps recevant un bourrelet de La 
pochette (notamment une sur6paisseur de soudure ou une petite 
nervure). Ce corps rigide peut etre constitu£ par une prolonga- 
tion de L'un des 6l§ments consti tut i f du conteneur s'il possfcde 
La rigidity ou L'Spaisseur suffisante. 

Bien entendu. La matiere pLastique utilis£e peut 
etre t ransparente, translucide, color£e, trait6e pour former
